FIG.4B is a side elevation view of the anti- theft device of 
the present invention mounted to the dashboard of a truck. 

FIG. 4C is an end view of the anti-theft device of the 
present invention mounted to the dashboard of a truck. 

FIG. 5A is a plan view of one half of the anti-theft device 
of the present invention. 

FIG. 5B is a side elevation view of one half of the anti- 
theft device of the present invention. 

FIG. 5C is an end view of one half of the anti-theft device 
of the present invention. 

FIG. 6A is a plan view of the other half of the anti- theft 
device of the present invention. 

FIG. 6B is a side elevation view of the other half of the 
anti-theft device of the present invention. 

FIG. 6C is an end view of the other half of the anti-theft 
device of the present invention.
